In the mountains of Sierra 
Madre there are long, long 
trails a-winding that lead into 
the land of dreams, bad 
dreams, for Sunday hikers who 
fail to head the warnings of 
men who know the country. 

Such men are Bill Adams, 
Ralph "Red” Shangraw, Hubert 
"Riley” Herrick and Ray Try- 
gar. They and their neighbors 
in the Chantry Flats area have 
helped the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Crew "pull out” 17 
people from the hills within the 
last 18 months. Sometimes the 
lost or injured hikers are ac¬ 
tually pulled out, by rope and 
stretcher. 

They agree that the country¬ 
side is a beautiful thing to ex¬ 
plore, and they do all they can 
to help people enjoy it. Mr. and 
Mrs. L. E. Adams and son, Bill, 
who own the burro pack station 
at Chantry Flats, have run the 
station off and on since 1939. 
They “pack in,” with Herrick’s 
help, to the 142 cabins in Big 
Santa Anita Canyon, where four 
cabin owners live all year 
round. They also keep a store, 
park cars for cabin owners— 
and sometimes stay up half the 
night searching for lost inno¬ 
cents who thought the moun¬ 
tains would be just another 
Sunday picnic. 

There are quite a number of 
Sierra Madreans who know the 
country well enough to add 
their advice to the residents’ 
words of caution. Among them 
are those who have visited Fern 
Lodge, owned by the YMCA; 
Sturtevant Camp, owned by the 
Methodist Church, and Camp 
Ivy, owned by a Mr. Nelson.

the pool. 

The plan submitted by Archi¬ 
tect William C. Taylor, attend¬ 
ing the meeting, included a 
bath house, a paved area for 
parking, a fence, or wall, on all 
sides, and a landscape layout. 

Those who studied the plan 
were Post Commander Manuel 
de la Torre, VFW; Ralph “Pap¬ 
py” Welch, Harold Pangborn, 
and Club President Bob Butt- 
cane, of the Lions; Arthur Rit- 
terrath, Dr. Daniel D’Arcy, and 
Hugh Warden, of Kiwanis. 

Taylor stressed the import¬ 
ance of using quality materials 
in construction of the pool so 
that it would still be durable 
with a minimum amount of 
maintenance. The committee, 
with Harley F. Weitzel as ad¬ 
visor, agreed that the pool 
should be one that the city 
would be proud of throughout 
its long use. 

On the subject of raising 
funds for the pool “Pappy” 
Welch, representing the Sierra 
Madre Swimming Pool Associ¬ 
ation, introduced William Over¬ 
ly, of the Pan American Amuse¬ 
ment Company, who described 
the procedures by which com¬ 
munities have used local Fairs 
to raise money. 

If Sierra Madre decides upon 
such a plan, or the renewal of 
“Pioneer Days,” all local organ¬ 
izations will be asked to par¬ 
ticipate, with all profits going 
to the pool. Tentative date for 
the suggested Fair was set for 
June.

in the eastern part of town, 
but Dr. Roland W. Funk asked 
whether other sites had been 
considered. 

Howell N. White, Jr., board 
president, assured Dr. Funk 
that the question had been un¬ 
der consideration by the board 
for a number of years. 

Mrs. Grace Vane asked if all 
possibilities on the present site 
had been exhausted. 

Mr. White answered that, ac¬ 
cording to state recommenda¬ 
tions, the present acreage per 
student enrollment is now sub¬ 
standard. Mrs. Tom E. Willis, 
president of P TA, backed up 
his statment by pointing out 
that at the present time 136 
City School kindergarten chil¬ 
dren are expected to exercise in 
a play yr.rd that contains less 
space than the school cafeteria. 

The question was asked as 
to why property next to the 
present school was not consid¬ 
ered in preference to a remote 
location. 

White repeated his previous 
statements of several recent 
meetings. He said that the pres¬ 
ent school is overcrowded; that 
expansion is desirable; that the 
proposed location is near a 
heavily populated district, the 
canyon, which would solve 
some of the present transporta¬ 
tion problems. He stated that 
the estimated cost of the new 
site was a deciding factor, in 
that the undeveloped property 
could be purchased at a frac¬ 
tion of the cost of property 
around the school, and that be¬ 
cause of the contour of the 
land, site development costs 
would be at a minimum. 

In summarizing the meeting 
Severin L. Sorensen, chairman 
of ERC, proposed that at the 
next meeting of the committee 
the unresolved questions should 
be considered with the aid of 
competent qualified advice. He 
suggested that Bruce Hawk, 
field assistant to the county 
superintendent of schools, be 
asked to appear again. 

Mrs. Doris Hartman, vice- 
chairman of ERC, stated that 
she is checking projected pop¬ 
ulation figures through all pos¬ 
sible channels. 

Date of future meeting was 
not announced.

The swimming pool contro¬ 
versy arose when petitioners 
who are neighbors of Mrs. May¬ 
nard Bell, 419 E. Highland, 
claimed that the pool’s location 
13 feet from the sidewalk might 
lure small children to their 
deaths. Represented by David 
Wood who spoke at the meet¬ 
ing, the neighbors ask that Mrs. 
Bell be forced to build a wall 
to keep children away from the 
pool. 

Mrs. Bell answered by saying 
she already had told her neigh¬ 
bors that a wall would be built, 
but that she was in no position 
to hurry the contractor. She 
claimed that, in the meantime, 
the pool was seldom unattend¬ 
ed and that she believed the 
initial responsibility of the 
children belonged to the par¬ 
ents. 

When the council instructed 
City Attorney Cornyn to inves¬ 
tigate the legal position of the 
controversy, Wood stated that 
a lawyer already investigating 
could find no state law related 
to the case, but he believed 
that the increase of swimming 
pools would make such a law 
a necessity to public safety. 

Other subjects on the crowd¬ 
ed agenda included the grant¬ 
ing of sick leave pay to City 
Hall personnel, on the basis of 
one day per month from time 
of employment, with the maxi¬ 
mum not to exceed 30 days. 

Also, the local jail will be 
improved with new protective 
and locking devices to cost no 
more than $250; and the adjust¬ 
ment with Sierra Madre City 
School on recreation expense 
for fiscal year ending June 30, 
1952, was granted.
